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KAREN WALKER TAKES HELM OF EJ CHAMBER 


No stranger to the job | Bringing art to 
ee area schools 


East Jordan Area Chamber of 

Commerce board president isn’t a 
new title to Karen Walker. Having 
held the position once before, in 1998, 
coupled with several years of board 
experience, she’s familiar with the 
job. 
* Earlier this year, Walker, who has 
owned and operated Karen Walker 
Photography for nine years, and ex- 
panded into her companion business 
Custom Frame and Photo last year, 
was again officially named president 
of the chamber board for 2001. She’s 
optimistic about the year to come, and 
enthusiastic about working with the 
current board members. “‘We have a 
great board,” she said: “It’s a good 
organization, and a strong: organiza- 
tion. It’s a great. bunch of people.” 

The 2001 board went on its annual 
goal-setting retreat earlier this month, 
and though many areas were dis- 
cussed, a few specific goals were set 
for the group to focus its energies on. 

One thing at.the top of the list is 
to continue to look for a new office 
to house the chamber. - The current 
building is becoming too cramped ta 


be functional for the growing cham- - 
. ber. . “It’s affectionately called “The 
Hut,’” said Walker of the present 
‘building. “It’s not a bad location for 


traffic, but there’s no room for expan- 
sion there.” 

With the chamber having in recent 
years expanded into employing a full- 
time staff, and this year increased 


hours to include Saturday, the need 
for more space is becoming critical. 

“It’s so small,” said Walker, who 
noted that there’s not even room fora 
meeting. The project is still in the 
planning stages, though a fund has 
already been started to support the 
effort. “The first priority is to inven- 
tory sites,” Walker said. 

Another goal of the new chamber 
board is to explore the need for more 
lodging in town. “One part we pin- 
pointed [is the need for] a new pro- 
motional package,” Walker noted, 
which may include a promotional 
video to attract potential businesses 
and developers to the area. 

Focusing locally, the board also 
would like to undertake a campaign 
to encourage East Jordan residents 
and employees to shop locally. “It’s 
an old theme,” said Walker, “but 
we’ ve taken a poll amongst ourselves, 
(and found] that the people who live 
here, and especially [those who] work 
here, are not taking advantage of what 
we have to offer.” ” 

“. The board. will also continue to 
pursue some on-going goals, such as 
the continuation of the successful ef- 
fort to promote nature-based tourism, 
as well as foster a greater partnership 
between the chamber, civic organiza- 
tions, local units of government, and 
other groups. 


The chamber has “gotten a good - 
start” in both of those areas, but must. 


keep up efforts for continued growth

and success. 
While no specific plans are in 


place, the chamber board, and Walker _ 


personally, is concerned with a loss 
of jobs in the area, due to such fac- 
tors as the upcoming closing of Dura 
Automotive. \ 

In the tong-term, said Walker, 
“One of my biggest concerns is a 
stable workforce and -a stable 
economy. : We rely heavily on tour- 
ism, but we do have local industry 
that’s subject to fluctuations in the 


local economy.”

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Is a full-time 
ambulance 
director in 
the future? 


The Boyne City Commissioners 
gave the go-ahead at last week’s regu- 
lar commission meeting to proceed 
with steps to move toward the estab- 
lishment of a full-time director's po- 
sition for the ambulance service. 

Atthe meeting, commissioners re- 
viewed a memo from city manager 
Eric Strahl containing information 
about options available to the city in 
terms of the future of the ambulance 
service. Some possible options given 
included continuing with a basic vol- 
unteer service, upgrading to an ad- 
vanced service with volunteers, up- 
grading to advanced services with a 
combination of volunteers and full- 
time contracted staff, or contracting 
advanced services from an outside 
party. 

In the memo, Strahi noted that if 
the city wishes “to maintain an ad- 
equate volunteer service at either the 
BLS or ALS level, we will need a full- 
time director.” Strahl also wrote that 
“Without having one person in charge 
who can [spend a large amount of 
time on necessary tasks], the entire 
operation can lack cohesiveness and 
the chances increase that some ele- 
ments of the operation will receive 
inadequate attention. ht also becomes 
very difficult to undertake new or 
expanded services.” 

The service, which is currently 
staffed by volunteers and is able to 
provide basic care, has been without 
a director since the resignation of 
long-time volunteer director Henry 
Erber last year. Erber had served as 
director in a volunteer capacity for 30 
years before resigning in July 2000. 

According to EMT volunteer 
Jamie Baker, who has unofficially 
taken on leadership duties at the ser- 
vice since Erber’s departure, the ser- 
vice is in need of someone who can 
put in the time necessary to provide 
proper leadership. 

“I don’t have the luxury of time to 
put into it what we need,” she said. 
“We're starting to unravel.” 

Baker, who represented the ambu- 


lance service at Monday’s meeting 
along with long-time volunteer EMT 
Buzz Walls, indicated that while the 
service would also like to see a move 
towards ALS designation in the fu- 
ture, the immediate need lies with a 
director’s position. “A full-time di- 
rector could show some leadership,” 
Baker said. “A director is our first 
priority.” 

A director, too, according to 
Baker, could help recruit more EMT 
volunteers. The service currently has 
about 16 volunteers, including 10 spe- 
cialists and about six basics. While 
the volunteers are “good, 
hardworking people,” the numbers 
could stand improving. 

City commissioner Vicki Standen 
supported the need for leadership in 
the service, noting that the city needs 
to look at how to rebuild the group 
both in terms of size and morale. ““We 
can’t have volunteers with poor mo- 
rale,” Standen said. “We can’t burn 
them out.” 

Mayor Eleanor Stackus echoed 
Standen's sentiments. “We need to 
move forward, we need more volun- 
teers,” Stackus said. “I don’t know 
how you get volunteers if you don’t 
have leadership.” 

While all the commissioners 
voiced support for the move, commis- 
sioner Vic Ruggles did question the 
capability of the city financially to 
move forward with any of the options. 
“Our number one priority is provid- 
ing the best service we can for citi- 
zens within reason for the size of town 
we are. Cost is a big consideration,” 
said Ruggles. “What’s the financially 
responsible thing to do?” 

Atthe meeting, Standen noted that 
she had checked with city treasurer 
Cindy Grice, who confirmed that the 
fund balance in the city budget con- 
tained monies that would allow the 
service to make improvements. 

Strahl] advised the commission 
that he would revise and present a job 
description for a full-time director at 
the next commission meeting. 


Now in its fifth year, the Jordan River Arts Council Bertonuing 
Arts series continues to bring education in the arts to area school 
kids, under the direction of the program’s founder, Joanne Dalto. 

Originally funded by grants from the Charlevoix County 
Community Foundation, the program has recently become a sort of 
partnership with the Crooked Tree Arts Council in Petoskey, which 
has committed funds to help keep the series growing. 

“This was [when] the outstretching of arms started between the 
two arts councils,” said Dalto. The Crooked Tree Arts Council, 
which covers Emmet and Charlevoix counties, had no such arts 
program going to the schools. It was natural then for Crooked Tree 
to join forces with the Jordan River Arts Council, who already had 
the ball rolling in their coverage areas of Charlevoix and Antrim 
counties, to keep the program going. ros 

Besides being a founding member and former president of the 
Jordan River Arts Council, Dalto is now serving on the board for 
the Crooked Tree Arts.Council, and acts as a liaison between the 
councils for the performing arts series. 

Crooked Tree is currently providing resources to assist with 
bringing performers into the area, and also is willing to provide 
funds to bus students from the series’ service area to the Crooked 
Tree Arts Center to participate in programs and warebop being 


held on site there.

Congratulations citizens of Boyne, you are now the 
proud owners of the Fochtman Carquest building. Not 


« only did you buy a building that may be demolished, but 


you are first installing two new furnaces there. 

February (4 after visiting city hall to pay my city prop- 
erty taxes, I heard the city had hired a contractor to install 
new furnaces there. I called city hall to find out why our 
company had not been asked fo place a bid for the fur- 
naces. Mr. Strahl was not in and I spoke to Sue Hobbs. 
She told me she knew nothing about the situation. 

The next day Mr. Strahl contacted me and told me that 
the city had not requested bids on the new equipment be- 
cause it was an emergency situation. I was told that Butch 
Erber had inspected the furnaces and found a serious car- 
bon monoxide problem. 

I asked if he had at least called MichCon to inspect 
the furnaces and was told it had not been necessary. | 
have since discovered that the contractor went to the 
Carquest building on Monday (Feb.12) to size the fur- 
naces. Tuesday (Feb. 13) the furnaces were ordered, 
Wednesday the furnaces were delivered to Boyne City. It 
is now Saturday (Feb. 17) and the furnaces have not yet 
been installed. A week is plenty of time to get bids from 
several heating companies and have the furnaces installed. 
A week is not an emergency situation. 

The company the city has hired is a well respected 
company and he is not my complaint. My complaint is 
that first, appropriate steps were not taken. Secondly, I 
question whether there was indeed a serious carbon mon- 
oxide problem. Had that been the case those furnaces 
would have been shut down immediately. Thirdly, I was 
not told the truth. Mr. Strahl told me there was an emer- 
gency situation to cover his derriere. 

How many other times has our city not followed proper 
procedure, and how many times have they not told the 
truth to the taxpayers?

(Editor's note: The following is a response from Boyne 
City city manager Eric Strahl to Mr. Chipman’s letter.) 


I will respond to Mr. Chipman’s comments and alle- 
gations point by point. 

As far as purchase of the building is concerned, Mr. 
Chipman is right that it eventually will probably be de- 
molished. The City’s prime concern is not this building, 
but the property. The goal is to develop the property so it 
eventually enhances not only the river and the waterfront, 
but also the central business district. If the City was pur- 
chasing a building for a long-term investment, it would 
not be this building. 

The City purchased the property “as is” and below the 
asking price. Being an older, metal building, we realized 
repairs would doubtlessly be required to maintain the 
structure until the leases of the current tenants expire. 

The two furnaces in question were old, downdraft fur- 
naces, and their installation did not meet current codes. 
The City had the furnaces inspected by a local heating 
contractor, who indicated there was a potential fora car- 
bon monoxide problem and that the furnaces should be 
replaced as soon as possible. This was also the recom- 
mendation of Butch Erber, the City’s Superintendent of 
Maintenance and Safety. 

Would a carbon monoxide problem have developed 
over the next month? No one can answer this question 
with any degree of certainty. I am not, however, going to 
take that risk with a commercial building that the public 
uses on a daily basis. If Mr. Chipman wishes to take such 
a risk with his own building, that is his decision to make. 

The City’s purchasing policies contain provisions for 
emergency purchases, and, based upon several opinions, 
I am satisfied that this situation meets those provisions. 
Had we followed normal, purchasing procedures, this 
work could not have been bid in a week. 

Normal procedures would have required developing a 
written request for bids, advertising in a local 
newspaper(s), receiving and évaluating bids, making a 
recommendation to the City Commission, and having the 
Commission accept a bid. This whole process would have 
required three to four weeks to complete before new fur- 
naces could even be ordered. 

This is not the first time that Mr. Chipman and I have 
disagreed on an issue, and probably not the last. The City’s 
purchasing policies, however, were followed, and to al- 
lude that the taxpayers have not been told the truth is not 
a fair statement. Under normal circumstances, the City 
does obtain quotations, or formal bids, for many of the 
goods and services that it purchases, and I would assume 
that Chipman Plumbing and Heating, Inc. has been of- 
fered the opportunity to participate in this process when 
heating and plumbing work is involved.

Anyone was welcome, 
Catholics, Lutherans, or non-churchgoers, Children from 
troubled families were instantly taken under Jon’s wing. 

Although the actual meetings for the youth group were 
held on Sundays, Jon’s commitment was given to the kids 
of the community throughout the week. If someone’s par- 
ents couldn’t take him or her to a sporting event, Jon was 
there to give them a ride, Kids from less fortunate fami- 
lies were practically adopted by Jon and Faye and given 
chances that they would not have been allowed otherwise. 

In the summertime the youth group meetings were held 
at Jon’s farm in the country where we’d play games and 
go for tailgate rides. In the winter however, we had to 
meet in the crowded church basement. Thanks to Jon and 
Faye, this would soon change: On a hill overlooking the 
church, the Gersters led the work on building the Youth 
House, a new home for the meetings and a refuge for kids 
of the community. Now, the youths had an even nicer place 
to learn God’s word. 

The Youth House didn’t come without sadness; not 
long before its completion, the news was out that Jon had 
cancer. Jon’s commitment to the youth group remained 
strong, continuing to teach and help the youth members 
and take them on trips. There was always a dark shadow 
looming over us as Jon would go into surgery. The youth 
members would call the hospital during school to see how 
his operations had gone. After his first surgery we were 
heart-broken to hear that the cancer had tripled. Through- 
out it all Jon and Faye kept the youth group going. Often 
we forgot that Jon was even sick. 

To this day Jon is still helping out the community de- 
spite the cancer. Where some may just feel sorry for them- 
selves, Jon uses his energy for good. He is about to go 
into chemotherapy, and we all wish him well. Jon has had 
such an impact on my life and others that it’s almost inde- 
scribable.

As shock took over them, they be- 
gan to treat the cancer. Time passed and Rick was always 
at-her side by her bed throughout the whole ordeal. Rick 
even gave up his job and would’ve given his life for her. 
As the days passed, she became sicker than ever. Finally, 
they called off the treatment since no hope of cure was in 
sight. Then, on the night of March 5, 2000, Kris died. It 
was the saddest funeral I’ve ever attended. Rick had not 
only lost his daughter, but his wife too, whom he loved so 
dearly. 

{ worried so much about Rick and wondered how he’d 
ever get through so much pain. It’s taken some time, but 
Rick is doing well and I praise the Lord for that everyday. 
He is now doing what it takes to get his normal life back. 
He has a great job and seems to be doing good at it. Iam 
so proud of him since he is trying so hard to accept the 
past. , 

Rick was not only a hero as a father, or a hero as a 
husband, but also a hero as an uncle. Yes, Rick is my 
uncle and I am very proud to be related to someone who 
is so strong and loving. 

I think that what makes my Uncle Rick a hero is his 
ability to survive. It takes an incredible amount of strength, 
to overcome so much sadness, and he has, and is doing 
that.

how I came to Boyne Falls. 

Mom took a job as live-in care person to an elderly 
man. She took care of Mr. Stanley for two years. He had 
several strokes and wasn’t doing well and had to go toa 
nursing home. So we moved and Mom went to work again. 

She got a job as a waitress; she only worked three days 
a week. Mom and my stepdad had another baby, my sis- 
ter Anjanette. Now Mom had two of us in school and two 
at home. Mom and Dad bought a house in Johannesburg, 
but Mom was offered full-time at her job here so she kept 
her job. 

Mom would go to work every morning at 5 a.m., driv- 
ing 42 miles one way. By fall three of us were in school. 
She got home from work just before us, from school. She 
never had much time to herself, we went to bed at 8 p.m., 
she at 9 p.m. In the summer she worked two jobs. Just 
before Anjanette turned two, mom made another change 
to our life. She became a single parent again. 

We moved back to Boyne Falls. She had to start over; 
we stayed with grandma until November. Mom meta guy, 
very different from the others. They bought a trailer. Six 
months later, she had a stroke. She was paralyzed and 
had to learn to walk. The doctors said she would be there 
for probably three months. Mom pushed and prayed; she 
came home in three weeks. Mom had to be retrained for 
different work; she always wanted to be an architect, so 
she went back to school. After two years of college she 
graduated and all of us kids were there. My mom is my 
American Hero because she worked hard to get where 
she is today, an Architectural Designer. And she got re- 
married, to my stepdad Gordon.

A hero can be anybody, anyone from a little kid, to 
someone who fought in a war, to just about anybody on 
the street, but usually heroes are people or things that 
people look up to. 

My hero is Roland Michael Petoskey, my grandpa. My 
grandpa is the chief of our Native American tribe. He has 
kept our “‘little” tribe together and would not, and will 
not let anybody give up on their hopes and dreams. Or on 
their racial beliefs. He also is really involved in anything 
that has to do with Native American ways, because he 
strongly believes in anything that has to do with the “old” 
ways. When he was a little boy he got involved in the 
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tribal ways because that is the way his father, grandfa- 
ther, and great-grandfather, got involved. 

Farther back in years, Native Americans would hide 
their race because society tried to make them be ashamed 
of it, ashamed of being in a minority race. But if I were 
alive back then I would fight as much as I could to pre- 
serve the ways of the Indian people. I’m proud of being a 
Native American and NO one can take that right from 
me, or my grandpa. That is why I look up to my grandpa 


“so much. 


He and I belong to the Little Traverse Bay Bands of 
Odawa Indians (LTBB). Every year, many traditional cer- 
emonies take place throughout the Odawas homelands. 
On the third weekend of August there is aceremony known 
as the Three Fires Council. The Three Fires represent the 
three main tribes, the Ottawa (or Odawa as it is known in 
Michigan) (that is us), the Chippewa, and the Potawatami. 
During that gathering there are many small ceremonies 
inside the gathering. One of the main ones is a naming 
ceremony in which about ten-to-twelve people get their 
Indian names. I got my name when I was eight. My name 
is Menonqua (ma-non-qua), Blueberry woman. | don’t 
know my grandpa’s but I know that he has one. The cer- 
emony is in my grandpa’s back yard. He has willed some 
of his property to the tribe so that our heritage will be 
carried on in the old traditional ways and so that the tribe 
also has a neutral gathering place in time of need or want. 

Grandpa is the one that gives everybody their names. 
He is now starting to train another person the tradition, a 
younger guy, that will continue to carry on this long last- 
ing tradition. The new replacement will pass it on to an- 
other person when he gets to be one of the older elders, as 
they are called. Elders sit in a circle and help to carry on 
these sacred ways. 

When I am old enough to start a family of my own, I 
will let my children know that they need not be ashamed 
of who they are, or what race they are. I do know that my 
grandpa, and anyone else in the tribe that ] am involved 
with, will help me in teaching traditional, Native Ameri- 
can ways to the next generation. We may be a minority in 
the eyes of some people, but the Odawa nation will re- 
main strong as long as everyone sticks together and con- 
tinues in the traditional ways.

She encourages parents to keep in 
touch with their children’s schools, 
noting “you need to know what your 
child is doing.”
